CUMULATIVE VOTES. 

MR. SPRINGER’S BILL TO PROVIDE FOR N- 
NORITY REPRESENTATION IN CONGRESS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 22.—Mr. Springer, 
of Lilinois, proposes to move as an addition 
to the Apportionment bill, a measure in- 
tended to secure a fair representation in Con- 
gress to minorities at all future elections. He 
is induced to do this by the very satisfactory 
result of the system of cumulative voting, 


which has been the rule in Illinois for some’ 


years ‘under. the tiew Constitution: Under 
that system the State is divided into fifty-four 
Senatorial districts, each of which sends 


three members to the Assembly. Each voter 


casts three votes fer Assemblymen, but he 
may cast all three for the same man, or two 
for one and one for the other, or one-and-a 
half votes to each of two, as he prefers, or he 
may cast one vote for each of the three candi- 
dates on his ticket. 
RESULT OF THE SYSTEM. 

The result of this system has been to give 
a. fair representation to the minority of Re- 
publicans in the southern part of the State, 


“T where the Democrats were so overwhelming- 


ly strong before that southern counties sent 
no Republicans to the Legislature at all, and 
in like manner it has given representation to 
the Democratic minority in the northern and 
strongly Republican counties. Mr. Springer 
says that under his proposition, if it is 
adopted, large and powerful minorities in 
different States, which are now left without 
representation in Congress, would be made 
more contented, because they would have a 
fair representation. ‘The solidity of the South, 
he says, would be broken to pieces, because 
the Republicans would always be able to 
send some members fairly representative of 
their wishes and numbers. In like manner 
the powerful Democratic minorities in some 
Northern States would secure equitable 
representation, and while the general polit- 
ical complexion of Congress would not be 
changed, he thinks an important result would 
be gained by securing to each party 
representation in Congress from every State 
in the Union, and thus enabling the two par- 
ties to get a better view of the policies re- 
quired by the whole country. 


COLORED REPRESENTATION. 

Your correspondent said to Mr. Springer: 
“I suppose ySu see that under your system 
the Southern States would probably send 
some cologed Representatives?“ 

Mr. Spiinger replied: “Of course they 
would, and they ought to. The colored peo- 
ple in the South are very numerous; they 
ought to be represented, and if they prefer 
to be represented in Congress by men of 
their own color that is their undoubted 
right. Under our Illinois system the colored 
people have had a fair chance in this respect, 
and the only colored man sent to any North- 
ern Legislature, so far as I know, has sat 
under our system in the IIlinois Legislature. 
His people voted for him and elected him.“ 


MR. SPRINGER’S PROPOSITION. 

The following is the proposition of Mr. 
Springer: 

That Representatives in Congress shall be 
elected after the next census of the United 
States as follows: The Legislature of each 
State, as soon as practicable after the appor- 
tionment under the eensus of 1880 is made, and 
at every subsequent apportionment after a new 
census, shall divide the State as herein provided. 
States entitled to one Representative in Con- 
gress shall constitute one Congressional district. 
States entitled to two Representatives shall be 
divided into two Congressional districts, as 
nearly equal in population as possible. States 
entitled to three Representatives shall consti- 
tute one Congressional district, in which there 
shalibe elected three Representatives in the 
manner bereinafter provided. States entitled 
to four Representatives shail be divided into two 
districts, in one of which districts there 
Shall be elected three Representatives, 
and in the other district there shall de 
elected one Representative. States entitled to five 
Representatives shall eonstitute one district, n 
which five Representutives shall be elected. 
States entitled to six Representatives shali be 
divided into two districts, in each of which there 
shall be elected three Representatives. States 
entitled to seven Representatives shall be di- 
vided into three districts, in two of which 
districts there shall be elected three Repre- 
sentatives each, and in the other district one 
Representative, and ali other States shall be so 
divided by the Legisiatures thereof as to con- 
stitute districts in which one, three, and five 
Representatives shall be elected, according to 
the number of Representatives to which each 
State is entitled, each State being divided into 
as many districts as there will be contained in

IN WASHINGTON.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 22.—The dele- 
gation of Ponca Chiefs who received per- 
mission some weeks ago to visit their Great 
Father” here have arrived, and are quar- 
tered at the Globe Hotel on F street. This 
morning Secretary Schurz had a powwow 
with them at Department of the Interior, 
and he invited Gen. Crook, Mr. Stickney, and 
Mr. Walter Allen, of the recently-appointed 
Ponca Commission, to be present. Speeches 
were made by Standing Buffalo, White Eagle, 
and two other Chiefs, in which they disclosed 
that they desired to remain permanently in 
their new homes in the Indian Reservation, 
and to sell any title they might have to 

THEIR OLD DAKOTA HOMES, 
as they did not wish to return. They de- 
nounced the white men who have been mis- 
representing their condition and stating that 
they desire to return to Dakota. In short, 
they fully sustained Secretary Schurz. Itis 
intimated by the opponents of the Interior 
Department that the Indians have been care- 
fully schooled and brought here for this. ex- 
press purpose. The murder of Big Snake 
and the death of other Chiefs have com- 
pletely cowed the survivors. These are 
assertions into which the Commission will 
carefully examine. A gentleman who heard 
the entire statement made by the Ponca 
Chiefs to-day said that from their evidence 
there could be 
No PossIsLeE DOUBT 
but that Mr. Schurz’s position in the matter 
was entirely correct, and that the opposition, 
engineered by Tibbles, of Omaha, and by the 
Indian girl, Bright Eyes, was a fine piece of 
sentimentalism which had captured some of 
the enthusiasts of the Eastern cities, but 
which had no toundation in fact. The story 
that the Ponca Chiefs had been “coached” 
by Schurz he denounces as either a malicious 
falsehood, or as an invention of persons 
anxious to have their own theories prevail. 
A GENTLEMAN WHO HAS FACILITIES FOR 
OBTAINING CORRECT INFORMATION 
in respect to the Ponca negotiations now 
pending says that, in the interview between 
the. Poncas and Mr. Schurz to-day, the In- 
dians distinctly said, through their inter- 
preter, that they had been forced to leave 
their Dakota homes.

Tur TUNE subscribes cordial- | 
ly to what Mr. Spingger has to say of the 
benefits of the system in Illinois; but even 
he must it that the conditions under 
which it operates in this State are vastly dif- 
ferent from those which prevail in the Solid 
South. 


Tue Israelites have reason to distrust and 
hate the spirit which proscribes any man or 
set of men on account of nativity, race, re- 
ligion, or political opinions. ‘They must be 
mortified beyond measure by the conduct of 
their only representative in the Senate of the 
United States, Mr. Jonas, of Louisiana. He 
has exhibited a narrow and malignant tem- 
per toward his political opponents, and 
especially toward all Southern Republicans, 
which happily has no equal among his fel- 
low-Democrats in the South. Yet they were 
to the manner born, and intolerance might 
be expected of them. It is only a few days 
since Mr. Jonas recited with glee the proscrip- 
tion of Gen. Longstreet by many Southern 
Democrats because he has become a Republic- 
an. And he opposed the confirmation of 
Judge Woods to the Supreme Bench on the 
ground that he was “a carpet-bagger.” But 
the three Democratic newspapers of New 
Orleans, edited by native Americans, advised 
the confirmation of Judge Woods. It so 
happens that Mr. Jonas himself is a typical 
“ carpet-bagger.”? He was born in Kentucky, 
educated in Illinois, and moved to Louisiana 
in his manhood to proffer his military serv- 
ices to a State to which he did not owe alle- 
giance, in a rebellion against the Govern- 
ment which bought it from the French and 
paid for it in very hard cash. Yet this man 
talks of carpet-baggerism as if it were a 
deadly sin, Tun Trireune believes that he 
will have very little sympathy from the Is- 
raelites of this country, who have learned 
by long suffering in less favored lands to be- 
lieve that difference of opinion is no crime,

Tue City Council passed on Monday night, 
with little or no objection, the ordinance 
granting the right-of-way and other privi- 
leges to the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
Railroad Company, made necessary by the 
transfer of the passenger depot of that road 
from the lake shore to the station of the Fort 
Wayne Road on Canal street. This change 
will take place within a few weeks. The 
passenger-trains of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Road now cross all the streets and 
avenues lying between the South Branch of 
the river and the lake shore, and the removal 
of the passenger station of the Company to 
the west side of the river will be a great re- 
lief to travel on Michigan and Wabash ave- 
nues, State street, and Clark street. All these 
trains will be withdrawn from that route. 
The freight business of the Company is al- 
ready mainly done on the west side of the 


‘river, and the crossing over the streets on the 


South Side will hereafter be confined to the 
transfer business in freight between the 
roads entering on the different sides of the 
river. 3 

By this change of the passenger-station, 
we understand that at least twenty minutes’ 
time will be saved by all passenger-trains 
on the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy Road 
leaving and entering the city. They will all 
avoid the possible delays at the river, and 
will also avoid the frequent delays in reach- 
ing the lake shore from the west side of the 
river. 

The change, so convenient to the Chica- 
go, Burlington & Quincy Railroad, will 
be welcomed by the citizens who use 
the streets and avenues on the South 
Side. A large portion of the business now 
done over the. crossing will henceforth 
be discontinued. The bridge over the main 
river, east of Rush street, can soon be used 
by all the roads entering and leaving the city 
by Kinzie and Canal streets, and the travel 
by the Sixteenth-street crossing may be so 
reduced as to lead to the ultimate abandon- 
ment of that route, and thus wholly relieve 
the streets of the South Division from that 
great injury and public inconvenience. 


THE DIGNITY OF CONGRESS. 

The House of Representatives yesterday 
exhausted some three hours in the vindica- 
tion of its dignity against the assault upon it 
which was constructively made in the use of 
opprobrious epithets and the rather aimless 
swinging of arms on the part of two mem- 
bers during the session of the previous day. 
This effort was not attended by any pecul- 
iarly dignified procedure, and the judgment 
of the country upon which the members of 
Congress place so much importance in their 
speeches will probably be that the dignity fof 
Congress is not so sensitive nor so essential 
a quality as the question of high privilege 
would imply. Indeed, there are a good 
many people who will not hesitate to say 
that this abstract question of “ dignity,” 
as construed by the House in the end, was 
not worth taking up the entire time of the 
last day before the recess. Nevertheless, the 
renewed squabble over a previous squabble 
was entirely in keeping with the policy of 
quibble and delay which has. marked the en- 
tire session. If Congress had the high idea 
of dignity and the great respect fer public 
sentiment to which it pretends there would 
have been no such scene as that which 
passed between Weaver and Sparks on Tues- 
day, and no additional waste of time and dis- 
play of parliamentary ignorance in a con- 
fused and inadequate effort yesterday to 
wipe out the previous scandal. 

The whole procedure of yesterday was ir- 
regular, and virtually so recognized by the 
Speaker, who nevertheless allowed it to pro- 
ceed. Omitting the innumerable Saux pas 
which were made by all who undertook to 
Straighten out the matter, the complication 
may be unraveled about as follows: Me 
Lane, of Maryland, offered a resolution that 
the offending members be required to make 
an apology. Bowman, of Massachusetts, 
proposed a substitute providing for their 
expulsion, and then - weakened the 
merit of his proposition by a tire- 
some and sentimental speech. Browne, of 
Indiana, offered an amendment providing 
that the whole question be placed in the 
hands of an investigating committee of three, 
with instructions to report. The amendment 
was adopted by the House, and, pending the 
question of finaily disposing of the niatter in 
this shape, Weaver and Sparks were given 
an opportunity to apologize. Weaver's state- 
ment was frank and sincere, aud comported 
with the good temper which he displayed 
during Tuesday, when he submitted to near- 
ly 200 impertinent and, many of them, 
offensive interruptions. statement 
was merely formal, and made no more 
impression of sincerity than he usually 
conveys. Then Gen. Singleton, of IIlinois, 
moved to lay the whole matter upon the table. 
This received an overwhelming majority on 
the informal vote, though it was — 
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the matter for all time. It was a lame and 
impotent conclusion,” a case of a laboring 


nt was well made by some mem- 
bers, during the effusive defense of the dig- 
nity of the House, that it was unfair for that 
body to endeavor to locate the entire respon- 
sibility of the scandal upon the shoulders 
of two members, when all the members were 
more or less involved. This was the proper 
view of the case, but the House had not the 
“dignity” to assume it. It would be still 
more correct to say that the Democratic ma- 
jority of the House was directly responsible 
for the disgraceful altercation, not merely 
because it encouraged the neglect of busi- 
ness that primarily led to the conflict, but 
because it writhed under the punishment 
which Weaver dealt upon the Democratic 
party, and endeavored, in a cowardly fash- 
ion, to put him down by sheer force 
of numbers and miscellaneous insults, when 
the Democratic members confessed them- 
selves unable to defend their party. The 
fact is that there is no acknowledged leader- 
ship on the Democratic side of the House, 
except the fiat of the caucus, whenever that 
is invoked, and there is little of the ability 
that constitutes judicious leadership. The 
whole record of the present session of Con- 
gress, from the time it convened until the 
adjournment for the holiday recess, has 
again demonstrated the incapacity of the 
Democratic party for Government affairs. 
The real reason of this is to be 
found in selfishness and an insinceri- 
ty of purpose. -Partisan advantage is 
the only raison d'etre of Democratic organi- 
zation, and to that end the Democratic poli- 
ticians are ready to sacrifice the public wel- 
fare and their own dignity. In fact, the 
vaunted dignity of the House has been made 
asubject of contempt and ridicule, and the 
events of the past three weeks have shown 
that the American judgment was correct, not 
only in declining to enlarge the power of the 
Democratic partyin the National Govern 
ment, but in taking from that party all that 
was within the control of the people over the 
new Congress. 


THE LAKE-FRONT BILL IN CONGRESS. 

Mr. Aldrich’s bill, which was proposed at 
the instance of the Common Council to facil- 
itate and conclude the sale of the Lake-Front 
property to the railroads, isin the hands of 
the Committee on Public Lands. Mr. Ald- 
rich believes that the bill itself will encoun- 
ter no opposition from any quarter. When 
Mr. Harrison introduced a bill of similar im- 
port, the objection to it was that the City of 
Chicago had not agreed upon any scheme for 
the sale of the Lake-Front which was undis- 
puted and satisfactory, and it will probably 
only be necessary to convince the Committee 
that this state of things does not now exist. 
There is no disposition on the part of Con- 
gress, nor probably asingle member thereof, 
to assert any claim to the title to this prop- 
erty under the circumstances, nor to control 
any disposition thereof which the city, with 
the assent of the people, shall see fit to make 
of it. The only hesitation the Committee 
will be likely to have in recommending the 
passage of the bill will arise from a conflict 
over the point of agreement in Chicago, 
and, if the proper 
to reassure the Committee on that matter, 
there will be no further objection. Even 
then, however, itis by no means certain that 
even an unobjectionable bill of this kind can 
be passed in the House under the arbitrary 
rules and the pressure of partisan and sec- 
tional influences. The Committee on Public

GEN. SHERMAN ON THE NEGRO. 
Gen. Sherman usually speaks to the pofnt, 
but in his late talk about the Whittaker 
ease he is very wide of the mark. Had he 
tried how not to do it he could not have 
succeeded better. He says: 


Nov. we do not keep up West Point to equal- 
ize the 3 with the white man, but to make 
soldiers. The negro has the same right as a 
white man. He can buy and sell and engage in 
any trade or occupation, and enjoy himself just 
as the white man. But if you want to compel 
me or apy other white man to invite him to my 
house to dinner, and introduce him to my wife, 
sister, or daughter, there will probably be a row 
that's all. The negro should have the same 
West and privileges of study and recreation in 

est Point as a white man, but you can’t com- 
l the cadets to put their arms around him. 

e have our West Point Academy for making 
soldiers, and not for Gen. Sherman stopped

We suspect that Gen. Sherman’s judgment 
is warped by the fact that his friend Gen. 
Schofield’s conduct in the Whittaker case 
was not entirely approved by the pubiic. if 
we recollect aright, the Whittaker difficulty 


did not arise from demands on the part of 


the colored cadet for social recognition. Cer- 
tain white cadets objected to Whittaker’s 
falling in alongside them. They warned 
him that he mustn't do it,” that “if he did 
there would be trouble,” ete. What the white 
cadets objected to was association with 
Whittaker in “study and recreation.” They 
objected to his presence in the Academy. 
The hearing showed this, if it showed any- 
thing, and it showed nothing else. Gen. 
Sherman’s case is a supposititious one. There 
was not a particle of evidence going to show 
nearly or remotely that Whittaker ever ex- 
pressed a desire to be invited to any white 
man’s house, or introduced to any white 
man’s “wife,” “sister.” or “daughter.” 
The case of a colored cadet at West Point is 
precisely like the case of a colored Repre- 
sentative in Congress. Whittaker had a

The 
white Senators are not bound even to speak 
to the black Senator, but if they are gentie- 
men they will treat him precisely as they 
would treat a white man under similar cir- 
cumstances. Senators are not bound to be 
socially intimate with each other inside or 
outside the Senate Hall; neither are West 
Point cadets. But both white Senators and 
white cadets are bound in honor, when 
brought in contact with colored Sena 
tors and colored cadets by official 
association, to give them official recog- 
nition and extend to them the courtesies 
common between gentlemen. Certain of the 
white cadets at West Point in the case of 
Whittaker violated this rule of propriety, 
not to say decency; and there is good reason 
to believe that no very strong effort was 
made by the officers and teachers of the insti- 
tution to prevent the petty annoyances to 
which the colored cadets were constantly 
subjected. Gen. Sherman says: “ Now, we 
do not keep up West Point to equalize the 
negro with the white man, but to make sol- 
diers.”” Aye. But if we refuse to tolerate 
the negro in the institution we are in effect 
not “keeping it up” to make soldiers, but 
to make a white caste, and this is a departure 
from Gen. Sherman’s own definition of the 
object of the Academy. It is plain from 
Gen. Sherman’s “talk” that he is op- 
posed to the black man in West 
Point. But the law allows him to 
enter there. Why does not the General of 
the Army, with his accustomed frankness 
urge the passage of a statute prohibiting the 
appointment of colored boys to cadetships? 
He will not do this. He has a strong sense 
of justice, and such an act would shock his 
sense of right. But he practically indorses 
the opposition of the whole army to making 
professional soldiers of any but white men. 
And thus the West Point officers and the 
Generai of the Army unite to place themselves 
above Congress. Senators and Representa- 
tives can endure the presence, in their re- 
spective halls, of colored associates,—can 
even treat them politely. But army officers 
scorn the colored man even as a cadet. They 
propose to nullify the law which provides 
for his education as a soldier, not so much 
because they object tosuch education, but be- 
cause it would compel association with him 
on terms of official equality as an officer in 
the army upon his emergence from the 
Academy as a Lieutenant. Gen. Sherman 
may not have been correctly reported, or he 
may have talked hastily, and said more 
than he really meant or intends to stand by. 
Let us hope so. 


THE POPULATION OF ILLINOIS. 

Tue Cmeado Trisune compiled and 
printed on the 2d of September last a table 
showing the population of Llinols by coun- 
ties, according to the new census. The of- 
ficial footings have now been obtained from 
Washington, through the courtesy of the 
Census Bureau; and Tux Trisune is 
enabled to present them, as it believes, in ad- 
vance of all other newspapers in the coun- 
try. The total population as shown below 
differs from the count made by THE TRIBUNE 
three months anda half ago, under circum- 
stances of peculiar difficulty, only 3,053 in 
an aggregate of 8,080,824. Tux TRIBUNE’S 
total was 3,077,771... The variation is barely 
one in every 1,000 uf population. Nearly 800 
of the difference, or one-fifth of the whole, is 
due to corrections in the returns from Cook 
County made after Turk Trisune’s table was 
published. When it is remembered that the 
results given in this table were announced 
115 days before they were arrived at by the 
Census Bureau itself, and within sixty days 
of the time prescribed by law for the closing 
of the enumeration, it will be confessed that 
the accuracy and enterprise of Tur TRIBUNE 
in this matter have been abundantly vindi- 
cated. Up to this time no other table pur- 
porting to be complete has been presented to 
the public, except by this journal. For the 
convenience of the public the official] returns 
of population by counties is herewith given:

GERMANY. 

Mr. Richard T. Ely has contributed to the 
New York Tribune a very thoughtful and 
interesting paper upon the over-population in 
Germany, in which, after setting forth the in- 
crease in popular ‘wretchedness, in crimes 
punishable by law, in the deficits of bud- 
gets, and in the largely-increasing expendi- 
tures, he attributes them to the rapid increase 
of population and the emigration resulting 
therefrom. He quotes from some of the 
prominent German writers some extremely 
interesting figures upon the national cost of 
emigration. Dr. Fabri estimates the loss to 
Germany upon each emigrant at an average 
of $500, and, as Germany has sent out during 
the last sixty years 3,500,000 emigrants, he 
sets down the loss in bringing up these emi- 
grants at seven milliards of marks ($1,800,- 
000,000), to which add the loss in capital and 
valuables taken away,and the amount reaches 
over nine milliards. In tracing the reasons 
for emigration, the writer finds that they 
are largely actuated by the burdens of the 
war establishment and the fear of war itself, 
as well as the desire to better their economic 
condition. These he classes as individual 
causes, but the general cause, that which 
leads to emigration by masses, is the rapid 
increase of population which in so many in- 
stances brings the emigrant face to face with 
starvation. As to the extent of this popula- 
tien, the writer quotes from M. Bertillon, a 
French authority. to show what France 


relatively to Germany by the slower increage 
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e Germans are a speculative people, 
consequently itis natural to find them 
suggesting all sorts of expedients to get rid 
of the over-population. Some of them are 
proposing preventive measures against the 
increase of population, as ifthe ola Script- 
ural injunction to multiply and replenish 
the earth could be affected by any legis- 
lative measures. Bismarck is a man of 
power and authority, who exercises a mighty 
influence, controls the political destiny of 
Germany, and affects that of all Europe; but, 
with all the resources of his Empire at his 
back, we question whether he can retard the 
natural increase in the poorest German fam- 
ily. Dr. Fabri advocates a legal restraint 
upon the liberty of ntarriage, so as to pre- 
vent too early or imprudent marriages; 
but we fancy Dr. Fabri would find 
it as hard to prevent early or im- 
prudent marriages as Herr Bismarck 
would to regulate the number of chil- 


equally fallacious to cite the French for an 
example, because they have smaller families. 
The French have smaller families than the 
Germans not from legislation, nor from late 
marriages, nor from imprudent ones. They 
are naturally a weaker people than the robust 
Germans. Nature cannot be legislated out 
of sight or “expelled with a pitchfork.” 
The increase of population spurns all regu- 
lation. If it were possible to determine by 
statute just how many children every family 
in Germany should have, we question wheth- 
er the condition of the people would be alle- 
viated even then, unless certain other re- 
forms were instituted. The New York 
Tribune, in commenting upon this sub- 
ject, points .out one error in the cal- 
culations very conclusively by showing that 
the Netherlands, which has as high a birth 
rate as Germany, is one of the most prosper- 
ous countries in Europe, while Sweden, 
which has the lowest birth rate, is not well to 
do at home and sends more emigrants over 
here, in proportion to population, than any 
other European State. Inere are certainly. 


Germany might be relieved and which ought 
to be tried in preference to tile sentimental 
and impractical methods advocated by the 
German philosophers. If the Germans 
would let Nature alone and lower their taxes, 
reduce their immense standing army, and re- 
lieve the people from the fearful burden of 
their war establishments, increase political 
liberty, improve the processes of cultivating 
their soil, which has not the fertility of many 
other parts of Europe, and encourage indus- 
try, their condition would be greatly alle- 
viated, and whatever surplus there might be 
would find its way to places where it could 


better itself. 
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THE COUSTA JEPSON CASE. 

Some mouths ago the Chicago public were 
startled by the announcement of a crime 
of more than ordinary atrocity. Briefly, the 
facts were stated to be: That late on the 
night in question Cousta Jepson, a young 
girl of fair appearance, a Swede, who had 
been butafew weeks in the country, and 
knowing little of localities, entered a Mil- 
waukee avenue car to return to the home 
where she was temporarily residing; that on 
reaching the city limits she left the car, and, 
wandering over the line into the Town of 
Jefferson, reached a country hotel, where 
she applied for shelter, it being then after 
midnight; that she was, to say the least, in- 
hospitably treated by the keepers of the es- 
tablishment; finally two young men offered 
their services to show her the way and escort 
her to her home; that, deceiving her, they 


more than ordinary brutality, violated her 
person and abandoned her. The statement 
of the treatment endured by her, and of the 
cruel and ruffianlike manner in which the 
crime was committed, naturally excited 
public sympathy for the friendless victim 
and indignation against the beastly criminals. 
The examination of the girl made at the 
time left no doubt as to the substantial truth 
of her story. Money was subscribed for her 
relief and support. 

Two young men were arrested and identi- 
fied as the parties who left the tavern with 
her on that night. Subsequent discoveries, 
followed by the admission of the persons 
themselves, established that no mistake had 
been made as to their being participants in 
the crime perpetrated on the prairie during 
the early hours of that summer morning. 
They were indicted, and their trial has been 
postponed, at their instance, from that time 
until last Tuesday, when it was peremptorily 
set for hearing. Previous to the trial Mr. 
Matson, formerly a Justice of the Peace and 
now Coroner of the county, was taken into the 
court-room, and, when shown the girl Jep- 
son, stated that she was the same person who 
had applied to him, some time before this 
occurrence, for legal process against a phy- 
sician whom she had accused of criminal ac- 
quaintance, and that he had, upon investiga- 
tion, dismissed her complaint, satisfied that 
her purpose was to collect blackmail. Upon 
this statement by Mr. Matson, State’s-At- 
torney Mills postponed the case indefinitly, 
which means an abandonment of the prose- 
cution, and thatis the present status of the 
matter. 

The public will not be satisfied With this 
disposition of the case. Even if Mr. Matson’s 
idéntification of the girl be correct, that is no 
defense of the crime of which the defend- 
ants are chargéd. There is no pretense that 
this girl instituted this charge against these 
two men for blackmail. They had neither 
money nor professional or even personal 
character to warrant any hope of getting 
money from them. They were, according to 
their own admission, loafing about the out- 
skirts of the city onadrunken bumming tour; 
in other words, they were drunken loafers, 
To them the girl was a stranger; so far as 
they knew she was a virtuous girl; and their 
crime against her is in nowise mitigated by 
anything Mr. Matson now states. The brutal 
crime alleged is as complete with his testi- 
mony as withoutit. His statement only af- 
fects the general credibility of the girl, and in 
nowise disproves, justifies, or extennates the 
cowardly and atrocious crime which she 
charges. 

We have no disposition to prejudge this 
case, or do these accused persons injustice. 
They have a defense tending to establish a 
consent on the partof the girl. If that de- 
fense can de honestly and truly made, then it 
is all-sufficient. But why is it not made?

**GRIFFITH’s Valuation” has been so fre- 
quently mentioned in the cable dispatches, with 
reference to the Irish land troubles, that a brief 
explanation of it will be of interest to our 
readers.

FRANCE. 
CRISIS IN THE CABINET. 

Panis, Dec, 2.—In the Senate yesterday, 
Buffet, Orleanist, questioned the Govern- 
menton the subject of the removal of cruci- 
fixes from the elementary schools in Paris 
by order of Herold, Prefect of the Seine. 

The debate showed that the law gave the 
local authorities dis retion relative to the re- 
tention of such religious emblems, but that 
the police had, in some instances, accom- 
plished their remdval in a careless and irrev- 
erent manner, throwing crucifixes into a van 
at the door, Herold explained that he had 
punished those who had so acted, and that 
he had himself received authorization from 
Premier Ferry before he ordered their re- 
moval. 

The tone of Herold’s speech produced 
great uproar on the Right, particularly his 
statement that the question was one merely 
of school-furnitare. 

An order of the day was proposed by De 
Roziere (Republican) that the Senate, re- 
gretting the act which had given rise to the 
discussion, passes to the order of the day, 
which was passed by a vote of 159 to 35. 

Afterwards, the order of the day, pure and 
simple, was proposed by the Left and re- 
jectéd by a vote of 150 to 924, and a milder 
censure on Herold's conduct was proposed 
by the Moderates, which was shelved bya 
similar majority. 

To-day Heroid tendered his resignation, 
and it is stated the Premier and M. Constans, 
Minister of the Interior, and of Worship, have 
also declared that they will resign. 
COMMERCIAL RELATIONS WITH CANADA. 

M. Mir, Republican, intends toquestion the 
Government in the Chamber of Deputies in 
regard to the commercial relations between 
France and Canada. He desires the Domin- 
ion to be invited to the benefit under the 
provisions of the Anglo-French Treaty of 
Commerce. 

FLOODS IN THE NORTHWEST. 

Parts, Dec. 22.—Heavy floods are reported 
in the Department of Calvados. Several 
towns and villages are inundated in the 
neighborhood. Houses have fallen in. The 
damage is considerable. 


TURKEY. 
AFFAIRS IN ROUMELIA. 

Lonpon, Dec. 22.—A Constantinople dis- 
patch says: “ According to intelligence from 
Roumelia, Aliko Pasha, Governor-General, 
insists on the number of foreign officers in 
the Roumelian service being reduced by one- 
fifth. A project is being discussed for re- 
ducing the militia foree by one-half. The 
people sympathize with Russia, and the ten- 
dency for a union with Bulgaria is becom- 
ing less pronounced.” 

GREECE WILL NOT ACCEPT ARBITRATION. 

ATHENS, Dec. 22.—Premier Coumoundorus 
has sent a circular to the representatives of 
Greece abroad, instructing them to decline 
the proposal for a European arbitration if it 
is offered. 

THE PORTE. 

Panis, Dec. 22.—There are rumors in 
diplomatic cireles here that the Porte is less 
opposed than before to a proposal for arbitra- 
tion, as # considers that the majority may 
easily be obtained for a moderate line of 
frontier, which would fall considerably short 
of the claims of Greece. 

CONDITIONAL AGREEMENT. 

Paris, Dec. 22.— A jelegram has been re- 
ceived from Vienna announcing that Austria, 
France, Italy, and Germany have agreed to 
the arbitration proposed on the condition 
that all the Powers give their assent to it; 
that Turkey and Greece shal! previously sig- 
nify their acceptance of any decision of the 
Powers; and that for the adoption of the 
resolution by the Powers a. simple majority 
shall be sufficient. 

AUSTRIAN DEMAND. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 22.—The Austrian 
Ambassador has presented a note to the 
Porte demanding the release and reinstate- 
ment of the Prince of Miridites, the princi- 
pal Catholic tribe of Northern Albania, 
who was arrested with Hodo Bey, Chief of 
the Albanian League, and sent to Con- 
stantinople. The Porte has made a concilia- 
tory reply. 

, ALL AGREED. 

Lonpown, Dee. 22.—A Berlin correspondent 
reports that all the Powers had adhered to 
the arbitration scheme, which has been com- 
municated to-the Porte. 


SOUTH AFRICA. 
ENGLISH CAMP ATTACKED. 

CAPETOWN, Dec. 22,—News from Bloem- 
fonstein states that the Boers attacked 
Potchefstroom on the 15th inst, and the 
colonial military camp on the 16th. No de- 
tails of the fighting have been received. 

ROUTED. 

Lox por, Dec. 22.—A telegram to the 
Colonial Office announces that Umhlonhlo, 
the Pondomese Chief, has been completely 
routed, with a loss of 300 men and a large 
number of cattle. The colonial loss was 
four killed and ten Wounded. 

STRENUOUS OPPOSITION. 

Lonpon, Dec. 22.—A dispatch from Cape 
Town to the Standard says Col. Carrington 
meets with strenuous opposition whenever 
he ventures to advance. 

THE BOERS’ STRIFE FOR FREEDOM. 

The Boers have thrown off the yoke which 
Sir Theophilus Shepstone put upon them, 
and have made one more effort to recover the 
independence which Andries Pretorius came 
over the Drakenburg Mountains to seek, and 
which he won at the sword’s point, Pre- 
torius was the successor of those early 
“ Voortrekkers,” Retief, Potgeiter, and 
Maritz, who led the Dutch settlers into the 
desert, away from English rule, The oid 
Dutch inhabitants hated the English, and as 


‘loug ago as 1833 began their journey in 


search of pastures new. They moved across 
the Orange River. and held their own, after 
a fashion, until 1848, when Sir Harry Smith, 
who was then in Natal, found bis projects of 
conciliating the republican Boersj end in his 
claiming sovereignty over the region between 
the Orange and Vaal Rivers. It was this 
proclamation which brought Pretorius to the 
front. His influence over the Dutchin Natal 
was unbounded. His exploits in native war- 
fare had given bim a firm hold over the emi- 
grant farmers. His life had been passed in 
war and travel, guided by the most literal 
interpretation of Scripture. Like the Pil- 
grim fathers of New England, the early 
Duteh settlers of the Cape had engraven

IN PARLIAMENT. 
Special Digpatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

_Orrawa, Dec. 22—In the House of Com- 
mons to-night Mr. Charieton moved for pa- 
pers, etc., relating to establishing life-saving 
stations on the inland waters of the Domin- 
ion. He said there were no such stations on 
the great lakes. He gave statistics of the 
United States stations, demonstrating the 
importance of establishing a similar service 
on the Canada seacoast and lakes. The de- 
bate was then resumed on the proposed mo- 
tion of Mr. Buntrag foran address for the 
correspondence between Sir Edwara Thorn- 
ton, British Ambassador at Washington, and 
the Secretary of State for the United States, 
relative to wrecking and towing in inland 
waters. 

Mr. Paterson (Esseux) criticised some of 
the statements made in a report prepared by 
the American Consul at Sarnia, and said that 
every facility was given to American wreck- 
ing vessels in case of necessity. The Gov- 
ernment always made concessions when 
Canadian tugs could not be procured. He 
did not think favors should be granted to 
American vessels when Canadian vessels 
were accessible. It was absurd to talk of 
recipreoity in the matter, If they were to 
have reciprocity, it should apply not only to 
this matter, but to towing and customs regu- 
lations. 

McCallum wanted to have Canadian ves- 
sels protected while life was in danger. He 
would have no restrictions, but when vessels 
had gone ashore Canadian vessels should be 
employed. 

Mr. McCuaig would like to see unity of 
action between the two Governments in the 
matter, and thought from the correspondence 
he had had with members of the Buffalo 
Board of Trade that an amicable arrange- 
ment could be arrived at. 

The Hon. Mr. Bowall, Minister of Customs, 
said that it had been the desire of the Gov- 
ernment to carry out the law in order to pro- 
tect the interests of the wrecking and towing 
companies of this country without endanger- 
ing elther life or property. He would not 
refer to the question of reciprocity, or the 
correspondence with the American Govern- 
ment, which would shortly be laid. before 
the House, further than to say that the posi- 
tion taken by the Government in cor- 
respondence with the authorities at 
Washington was that they were willing 
to enter into any scheme of equal 
reciprocity, but the American Government 
has always resisted any such project, except- 
ing on the one ground that American owners 
should have the right to go into Canadian 
waters for the saying of property, not only of 
their own vessels but also of Canadian ves- 
sels whenever opportunity presented itself. 
The position taken by the Canadian Govern- 
ment was that this would be a very one-sided 
reciprocity, and would give a monopoly to 
American tug-owners. There was never any 
intention to prevent any vesseis going to the 
relief of a vessel in distress when there was 
the slightest danger to life and property. 

The motion for the correspondence was, 
after some further debate, carried.

BERNHARDT.

MonTREAL, Dec. 22.—Bernhardt arrived 
to-night, and was met at the station by an 
immense concourse of French Canadians, 
who cheered warmly. The band in attend- 
ance struck up the Marseillaise, and the peo- 
ple joined in the chorus with stirring effect. 
Ou landing the spectators crowded rudely 
around the object of their enthusiesm, and 
some roughs made use of expressions not 
fit for ears polite. A sleigh being in readi- 
ness, she was.driven to the Windsor Hotel, 
around which another rough throng had 
gathered, and where the roughs behaved 
with great levity. Entering the hotel, she 
immediately retired to her apartments, which 
consist of six elegantly-fitted rooms on 
the second floor. A party of French 
Canadian gentlemen of this city 
accompanied by some members of the press, 
went to St. Albans to-day on a special train 
to meet Mile. Bernhardt. On their arrival 
they were introduced, and Louis Frechette, 
the Canadian poet, read a poem he had com- 
posed in her honor, warmly. eulogizing her 
brilliant talents. She expressed obligations 
for so much attention, and entered inte con- 
versation with the party. 

An attempt to prevent her performance on 
Christmas-Day has failed, the City-Attorney 
having intimated to the police authorities 
that they could not legally interfere. 


PERILS OF THE SEA. 

QUEBEC, Dec. 22.—A part of the crew of 
the bark Bristolian, wrecked at Anticosti, on 
the 22d ult., arrived last night, and told a 
fearful tale of hardship. Soon after the 
pilot left at Bic, bad weather set in, with 
rain, snow, and sleet, accompanied by 
terrible gales. This lasted until the 
evening of the 22d, when the vessel 
had become a complete wreck. The ropes 
were frozen in blocks and the sails would not 
not bend, so the ship became unmanageabie. 
A fearful gale was blowing from the north- 
west, when, about 9:30 p. m., the vessel 
struck. Prior to this a seaman, Thomas 
Smith, aged 19, had been washed overboard 
and lost, As soon as the vessel struck, the 
rest of the crew made themselves fast to 
the rigging. They were wet through 
and benumbed with cold. There was 
no fire on board, and no means 
of making one, the vessel having had her 
decks swept. About ll p. m. the vessel’s 
stern began to break up, and the men with 
difficulty managed to take up a position in 
the forward part of the ship, where they 
stowed themselves in their wet clothes, ex- 
posed to the terrors of the night, 

During the interval Jonn Evans, of Carnar- 
von, aged 22, a Scotchman, and D. Mc 
Quiiker, a lad of 15, were frozen to death. 

Almost all the rest of the crew were more 
or less frostbitten. 

When day broke it was found that the 
vessel was two miles from land. The weath- 


er was still rough and intensely cold. 

At II o’clock they set about launching the 
only boat they ha They were successful, 
but, unfortunately, the boat filled with wa- 
ter. They, however, managed to get in, and 
they bailed out the boat as they rowed 


ashore, 

On landing, they were in a terribly ex- 
hausted condition. Noticing a man’s foot- 
steps on the ground, they followed the tracks 
for about six mile. Evans, the cook, died 
po pew footof an old tree. He was 42 years 

f age, and has a wife and family living at 
Liverpoel. The Captain and three of the 
crew were very badly frostbitten.

prices of important articles of commerce 
have not, on the whole, advanced during that 
time. The only obstacle to the realization of 
the utmost hopes as to the business of 1880 
is the diminution of exports, caused, in the 
main, by the hasty speculative advance in 
prices some weeks ago, There are some 
shrewd men who are of opinion that 

“THE JANUARY BOOM” IS OVER ALREADY. 
These opinions would change, perhaps, if 
there should be a serious decline before 
New-Year’s Day, but the probability of such 
a decline grows less every day, as specie ar- 
rives in large amounts, and the half-yearly 
disbursements approach. The Treasury will 
have about $25,000,000 to pay out, though a 
part of the bonds maturing and a part of the 
coupons falling due will not be presented 
for payment at once. The payment of 
interest, too, scatters the money all over the 
country, and it willbe some time before the 
full effect is felt. Disbursements by corpor- 
ations will be larger than usual, but the 
money thus paid out must first be withdrawn 
from the loan market, in which much of it 
is now temporarily employed. 

FINALLY,

LIQUIDATION, 
. THE PACIFIC MUTUAL MARINE.

New York, Dec. 22.—The Pacific Mutual 
Marine & Inland Insurance Company, of No. 
68 Wall street, has resolved, after an investi- 
gation into its affairs by its Trustees, to go 
into voluntary liquidation. The Company’s 
aftairs have deen in an unsatisfactory condi- 
tion for some time past, and it is reported 
that, in order to get business, they were 
obliged to take extraordinary ocean risks. 
A committee reeently appointed to investi- 
gate the affairs of the Company have just 
reported a statement placing the liabilities at 
$750,000 and the assets atthe same figure. In 
the liabilities, however, were included $400,000 
of the Company’s outstanding scrip. The 
Trustees have resolved to cancel 50 per cent 
of the scrip, which will reduce the liabilities 
to $550,000, and to discontinue business. The 
Company was organized in 1855. 

THE TOTAL PREMIUMS RECEIVED 
to date have been $17,674,749; total losses 
paid, $11,013,071. The actual available as- 
sets, according to the last insurance report, 
were $726,514; and the aggregate liabilities, 
including scrip outstanding, $786,120. The 
income received during the last year was 
$892,081, and the aggregate expenses $903,008.

RUSSELL SAGE. 
CITED TO APPEAR BEFORE A COMMITTEE 
OF THE STOCK BOARD.

New Tonk, Dec. 22.—Messrs. Budge & 
Goldschmidt, bankers and brokers, of No. 49 
Exchange place, have cited Russell Sage to 
appear before the Arbitration Committee of 
the Stock Exchange.

They accepted these 
terms, and received back their memo- 
randum of the privilege, but they 
claim that they subsequently discovered that 
Mr. Sage surreptitiously altered the docu- 
ment by inserting in it the words if stock 
is called.”

‘THE NEW YORK BRANCH HOLDS ITS ANNUAL 


FESTIVAL. 

New Tonk, Dec. 22.—The seventy-fifth 
anniversary of the New England Society of 
this city was held to-night in the Metropol- 


itan Concert-Hall. The floor of the, hall for 


this octasion was used as a dining-room, 
while the boxes or upper tiers were reserved 
for iady friends of members of the Society. 
Among the guests distinguished men in com- 
mercial, literary, medical, legal, and other 
branches of life were prominent. As they 
entered the hall they were conducted to the 
reception-room, where they were introduced 
to Gen. Grant, Gen. Sherman, and others. 
Over the head of the President and 
HIS TWO DISTINGUISHED GUESTS, 

Gens. Grant and Sherman, was suspended 
the blue silk flag of the Society, on which 
were emblazoned the coats-of-arms of the 
New England States. Suspended still high- 
er, in rows of gas-jets, were inscriptions: 
“1620—New England Society—1805—1880.” 
On the right and left of President James C. 
Carter sat Gens. Grant and Sherman re- 
spectively. On the right of Gen. Grant 
were the Rev. Dr. Storrs, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Horace Maynard, H. A. Hurlburt, and 
Gov. Head, of New Hampshire. On the 
left of Gen. Sherman were Gen. Hawley, of 
Connecticut, Chauncey M. Depew, Viscount 
Lymington, Gov. Andrews, of Connecticut, 
Lieut. Gorringe, and Presidents of the St. 
George's, Nicholas, St. Andrew’s, and St. 
Patrick’s Societies. ies, 

Letters of regret were received from Gen’ 
Garfield, Gen. Arthur, Secretary-of-State 
William M. Evarts, Secretary-of-Treasury 
Sherman, Secretary-of-War Ramsey, Attor- 
ney-General Devens, Mayor Cooper, and 
many others. 

SPEECHES. 

President Carter, after dinner, referred to 
the history of the Society, and prophesied its 
future greatness. In response to the toast of 
“ The Day We Celebrate,” he called upon the 
Rev. Dr. Storrs, who related the early history 
of the Pilgrim Fathers and subsequent 
achievements of their descendants. 

In response to the toast of The President 
of the United States,” Postmaster-General 
Maynard said that in the absence of the 
President of the United States it devolved 
upon him to speak in his name. Mr. May- 
nard spoke briefly, referring to the high 
duties of the occupant of the highest office 
within the gift of the people, the office that 
rules 50,000,000 of people. 

GEN. GRANT 
was then introduced, and, after repeated 
cheering, spoke as follows: 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN: I sup- 
pose on an occasion of this sort I am ex- 
pected to say something about this Society 
and the Pilgrim Fathers and their first land- 
ing. It was my fortune last night to attend 
at Brooklyn, the principal port in New York 
harbor [laughter], the meeting of the parent 
society. [Laughter.] The troubles of the 
forefathers called out the energies of the 
men to make a bare subsistence, and 
frugality, which was the greatness 
of the Pilgrims. I hope to see the 
New England idea of self-reliance, discretion, 
and wisdom assert itself and teach others 
how to be prosperous. I thank the Society 
for its invitation, and hope to be invited 
again. [Laughter and applause. | 

OTHER TOASTS. 

In response to “The State of New York,” 
Chauncey M. Depew said that New York 
was first in everything great, and second to 
Ohio in. power, but that while Ohio monop- 
olized the Presidents, New York elected 
them. [Laughter.] 

In response to the toast of The Army and 
Navy,“ Gen. Sherman spoke briefly. He re- 
ferred to the deeds of his New England an- 
cestors, and hoped their spirit would animate 
their descendants. Others followed, and the 
festivities lasted until a late hour. 


THE SPRAGUES. 
MR. CORBIN SPEAKS.

New York, Dec. 22.—Mr. Austin Corbin, 
whose name has been frequently used in con- 
nection with the difficulty between ex-Gov. 
Sprague, of Rhode Island, and Mrs. 
Sprague, now before the courts, was 
asked to-day if he were willing, as 
Mrs. Sprague’s representative, to make 
a statement of the facts in the case.

why the public should not be furnished with 
the correct information.”

IMMIGRANTS, 
A MEETING HELD IN THEIR INTERSTS. 
Special Dispatch to The Uhicago Tribune. 

New York, Dec. 22.—At the meeting of the 
Conference of Charities and Correction in 
Cleveland in July last a Committee on Immi- 
gration was appointed to consider and report 
upon the proposed reforms in the reception 
and treatment of immigrants to this country. 
This Committee met at No. 67 Madison ave- 
nue. The meeting was purely informal, and 
lasted about an hour. There were present 
Edward C. Donnelly, Thomas B. Bronson, 
Mrs. C. R. Lowell of the State Board of Char- 
ities, Sigismund Kauffman, Willy Wallach, 
George Starr, Secretary H. J. Jackson of the 
Board of Immigration; William Blake, Su- 
perintendent of Outdoor Poor; Dr. David 
Rogers, and Dr. Charles S. Hoyt. 

THE GENERAL CONCLUSION REACHED 
was to press upon Congress the necessity of 
adopting some such measure as Mr. Cox’s 
bill to regulate immigration, which provides 
for Governmental! protection and supervision 
of immigrants, and the preventing of the im- 
migration of ex-convicts,.paupers, and other 
undesirable persons, and for a fund of $250,- 
000 to be appropriated annually by Congress 
for carrying out the provisions of the act. 
There was a difference of opinion as to 
whether the $250,000 should be raised by a 
per capita tax or head money upan each im- 
migrant, as under the old State law of 1847, 
or appropriated out of the public Treasury. 
The majority favored the latter course. The 
Committee will hold a formal and public 
meeting early in January, at which the sub- 
ject will be fully discussed.

ARRESTED FOR SWINDLING.

New York, Dec, 22.—Michaél P. Caffe, 
Laurent De Fossa, and Charles M. Wyant, 
President, Secretary, and Treasurer, respect- 
ively, of the Mutual Stock Operating Com- 
pany,” and the “Guarantee and Income 
Company,” both alleged to be swindling con- 
cerns, were arrested this afternoon on bench 
warrants issued by City Judge Cowing, they 
having been indicted for obtaining money by 
fraudulent representations. This arrest was 
instigated by the New York Stock Exchange, 
and is the result of a continued effort to 
break up bogus concerns created for the pur- 
pose of 


SWINDLING THE UNWARY. 
The Company of which the above named are 
the chief officers was the pioneer and the 
largest of the mutual stock companies.” 
It was founded on Nov. 20, 1879, with the 
avowed purpose of carrying on stock specu- 
lations for the benefit of its stockholders. 
Its capital stock was originally fixed at 
$100,000. The Company advertised largely, 
and flooded the city and vicinity with inge- 
niously worded circulars, well a 
dupe the unwary and avaricious. 
THE SEDUCTIVE TITLE BORNE BY A SWIND- 

LING NEW YORK CONCERN. 

To the Western Associated Press. 

New York, Dec. 22.—Inspector Byrnes’ 
detectives arrested this afternoon on a bench 
warrant Michel P. Caffe, Laurent De Fossa, 
and Charles Wyant, President, Treasurer, 
and Secretary of the “ Mutual Stock Operat- 
ing Company,” recently supplanted by the 
„Guaranty and Income Company,“ at No. 42 
Broadway. They are charged with obtain- 
ing money on false pretenses, and have 
been indicted by the Grand Jury. The his- 
tory of the swindling operations of the Mu- 
tual Stock Operating Company extends over 
an entire year, in which time probably as 
many as 200 persons have been robbed by it 
of sums ranging from $5 to more than $1,000. 
The efforts of the Stock Exchange have 
brought about the final exposure. The plan 
upon which the swindle was organized 
was neither ingenious nor plausible, but 
none the less successful. In November, 1879, 
Michel P. Caffe and Laurent De Fossa, who 
composed the firm of Michel P. Caffe & Jo., 
organized a Mutual Stock Operating Com- 
pany, electing themselves President and 
Treasurer, and Charles Wyant Secretary of 
the concern. The capital was at first $150,- 


a million. The par value of 
the shares was $5. Circulars and advertise- 
ments that were scattered everywhere set 
forth that the Company possessed the key by 


| which its managers were enabled to foretell 


000, but was gradually raised to half 
ch 


great advantage. The purchase and sale 
stocks was represented as made in the stock 
exchange through brokers employed by the 
Company. This part of the program was, 
however, omitted, while the sale of shares 
went briskly on, and grew until it became 
necessary to increase the capital. 

At their office aman received a constant 
stream of gullible investors, to whom the 
privilege of examining the books of the con- 
cern was cheerfully extended. Entries of 
purchase and sales of stocks that 

SHOWED A HANDSOME BALANCE 
on the right side of the ledger were exhibited. 
but evasive excuses were made to those more 


than ordinarily inquisitive. If a person per- 


sisted he was informed the books were the 


private property of Michel Caffe & Co., and 


could not be exhibited, as they would at once 
disclose the key upon which the prosperity 
of the Company rested. These answers usual- 
ly shut off investigation. 

The Company had absorbed probably as 
much as $200,000 from the pockets of credu- 
lous investors, and had declared every month 
an imaginary dividend of 10 or 15 per cent of 
the par value of the stock, when early in Oc- 
tober the Government stopped the mails of 
several concerns of a similar character. The 
Mutual Stock Company was not molested, 
but the exposure compelled it to suspend 
operations for a while, and its last declared 
“dividend” was not paid. Harassed by the 
persistent efforts of the Stock Exchange to 
drive them out of business, Michel P. Caffe 
& Co, : 

APPEALED TO THE STOCKHOLDERS 

of the concern to show their faith in the 
management by signing an agreement giving 
Caffe & Co. the right to hold their shares and 
invest the money as they liked. Nearly 
three-fourths of the stockholders signed the 
agreement, and received in exchange for 
their stock in the Mutual Stock Operating 
Company shares the par value of which were 
$50 in the Guaranty & Income Company,” 
founded by the same firm at 40 and 42 Broad - 
way, with a capital of $1,000,000. The new 
company did not get a fair start, however. 
The Law Committee of the Stock Exchange, 
aided by Police Inspector Byrnes and his 
detectives, had watched for months for a 
chance to trip up the swindlers. 

The exposure in October had been accom- 
panied by an advertisement in the papers 
calling upon the swindled stockholders in 
Mutual Stock Operating Company to give 
their assistance to the Law Committee and 
their attorneys. Many responded. Civil ac- 
tion was commenced in their behalf to dis- 
solve the Company. Enough evidence had 
been accumulated to bring the case before 
the Grand Jury, and an indictment was 
found against three officers of the Company 
for obtaining money under false pretenses. 
Hence their arrest to-day. : , 

Caffe, who is said to have been the moving 
spirit of the concern, is the son of a mer- 
chant of standing in the city. De Fossa is 
said to be a Frenchman of noble family who, 
the police say, fled the country when ac- 
cused fo serious offense, and was convicted 
by “cortumacy.” Wyant was formerly a 
merchant. 

The prisoners will be arraigned in court 
to-morrow. 


| TAMMANY. 
MEETING OF THE COMMITTEE ON ORGANIZA- 
TION.

Sr. PeTerssure, Dec, 1.—Of all the polit- 
ical trials that have taken place in Russia in 
the last few years, the one just ended here is 
the most important, being, as it were, the 
culminating point of the so-called Nihilist 
movement.

Other People Beside Moonshiners Who 
Do Not{Kuow the Law—Cougressional 
and Legislative Apportionment—Jus- 
tice Woods. 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

ATLANTA, Ga., Dec. 20.—The press of the North 
and the officers of the Revenue Department are 
very severe upon the people of North Georgia 
for their not knowing the law, and their persist- 
ing in distilling whisky notwithstanding the re- 
peated raids of the revenue officers among the 
moonshiners in the mountains. They. even go 
so far as to assert that the moonsbiners do know 
the law, but wantonly refuse to obey it; and do 
still corn-whisky and never pay the revenue 
tax, when they know that they should pay a tax 
upon every galion that they still. It is almost 
incredible to believe that they do not know the 
law: and they are not believed when they are 
brought to Atlanta and carried before the United 
States courts, and say they did not know the law. 

It is curious. They are mysterious in the 
manufacture of the whisky: have their distil- 
leries in the fastnesses and gorges of the mount- 
ains, away from the sight of man, and almost 
inaccessible; and also, after making the whisky, 
stealthily take it to the towns and sell it secret- 
ly, without paying the tax. These facts argue 
that they do know it is against the law for them 
to make the whisky without paying the revenue 
tax. But, in justification of these deluded 
mountain-moonshiners, it may be suid that the 
wisdom and brains of Georgia assembled in 
General Assembly, or the lawyers at home in 
their law-offices, presumably pouring over the 
law-books, did not know of the existence of a 
fatal defect in the law of their State uf on 80 
important a matter as that of the law govern 
the Electoral vote of the State for President an 
Vice-President of the United States. If the 
law-makers of Georgia do not know the law, 
and the Governor of the State does not know 
the law, how can you good people of the North 
and West be so hard-hearted and wantonly 
cruel with regard to the r, deluded moon- 
shiners in the mountains of North Georgia, who 
do not know how to read, and cannot write 
their own names? 

Again, in their justification, it may also be 
mentioned that only recently the Tax-Collector 
of the County of Chatham, in which is the City 
of Savannah, attempted to collect a tax from 
all the churches, school- houses, public libraries, 
art-galleries, etc.; when they protested, and the 
result of their investigations of the law was, 
that the Constitution of G ia, which was 
framed and adopted in 1877. did not exempt 
such property from taxation, but did confer 
power upon the General Assembly to pass acts 
relieving such property from taxation. A stay 
of proceedings was had, and the Tax-Collector 
agreed to wait for the collection of tax from 
churches, school-houses, art-galleries, public 
libraries, etc., until after the meeting of the 
General Assembly at its adjourned session 
next July. The truth, however, is, that on 
Dec. 10, 1 the Governor approved an act of 
the Legislature which isin the exact terms of 
the Constitution, and exempts ali such property 
from taxation. They absolutely did not know 
or remember of the existence of any such a law. 
Then say you that moonshiners ought to be 
punished for distilling corn-whisky when they 
av they did not know there was a law against 
t? 


The joint resolution which was adopted at the 
late session of the General Assembly, calling 
upon the Members of Congress from Georgia to 
—— the bill which gives the largest appro- 

rintion to Georgia for school purposes, comes 
n very opportunely; and, if Congress has got 
any sympathy for us at all. it should take up 
such a bill at once, double the appropriation, 
and — it. Let us get to learning as quick as 
possible. 

The General Assembly adjourned in Novem- 
ber until next July, for the purpose of then re- 
districting the State. The Legislature would 
not have met again within two years, or until 
November, 188; hence they adjourned until 
next coy with the view of redistricting the 
State before the next Congressional election. 
They will then also reappordon the representa- 
tion of the different counties in the General 
Assembly. Some counties will lose one Repre- 
sentative, while others will gain one. The whole 
number of Representatives,. however, will not 
be increased. re are now 175 Representa- 
tives and forty-four Senators. The Cungres- 
sional districts will be changed very materially. 
As they now stand, some of the districts have 
more than the requisit number of inhabitants, 
while others have not a sufficiency. There is 
Mr. Alexander H. Stephens’ district, the Eighth, 
for instance,—it has several thousand more than 
is required; while the First District has not got 
enough. Some of the districts are very un- 
shapely. For instance, the Fifth, in which 
Atianta is located, extends from away up in the

The Match- Bond Perjurers Get One Year 
| at Hard Labor, 


Fleming et Al. Still on Trial on the Oon- 
spiracy: Charges. 


THE PENALTY OF PERJURY. 

Yesterday was sentence day before Judge 
Blodgett, but the most of those convicted had 
been worked off at the time they were tried. 
The present term has not been remarkably 
prolific of convictions, and consequently the 
only unfortunates who were compelled to 
stand up before the Judge yesterday morning 
were Edward Hermann, convicted of run- 
ning an illicit still on North Kinzie street, 
Gilbert I. Baldwin, a second-hand bookseller 
who had been sending copies of Cupid's 
Yokes” through the mails, and the three 
bondsmen on match bonds, Charles H. Per- 
kins,, John George Wustum, and Orrin C. 
Whitney, who were found guilty of perjury. 
Hermann was find 8100 and sentenced to 
spend six months in the County Jail, and 
Baldwin was let off with afine of $100, and 
allowed thirty days in which to pay it, 

In the Perkins case a motion for new trial 
was made, the same points being urged as 
were made on the motion to quash the in- 


dictment before the trial. The Judge said 
that the objections had already been passed 
on, and were not well taken. He thought 
the indictment good, as it charged the de- 
fendant knowingly and corruptly took a 
faise oath, and it was necessarily implied 
that he did not believe it to be true. The 
motion for new trial and in arrest of jud 

ment would therefore have to be overruled. 

Mr. Munn inquired on what terms an ap- 
peal would be granted. 

The Judge said no motion for appeal 
would be entertained, at least. until after 
sentence and judginent. practice as to 
22 had not yet been settled in this cir- 
cuit, as no writ of error had ever 
been prosecuted. But by 
party ought to sue ont 
of error, and then have 
a supersedeas by the Circuit Judge. The 
District Judge had no jurisdiction in the 
premises. The law only authorized a writ of 
error. 

The Wustum case was then called up, and 
the motion for new trial overruled, us- 
tum’s counsel then read an affidavit of Gen. 
Reynolds, another counsel, to the effect that 
Mr. Charles II. Reed, Who had helped try 
the case, had come into it without any previ- 
ous knowledge of it, having been retained 
the day before the trial. That in his opening 
address he made damaging admissions, and 
failed to put in some important evidence as 
to the condition of the affidavit when it was 
signed. That, in short, by reason of his great 
private trouble, fearing an attachment from 
the Probate Court, he could not conduct the 
trial as he ought, and consequently his client 
had not had a fair defense. 

The Judge said he recollected well the cir- 


cumstances of the case. But even though. 


Mr. Reed had just come into the case, Wus- 
tum in his evidence himself admitted that he 
did know the contents of the affidavit he 
signed. It was no defense to say he did not 
know what he was signing. He could and 
should have known it. 

Wustum, being called on 117 why sen- 
tence should not be passed On him, said he 
threw himself on the merey of the Court. He 
had a wife and two small children depend- 
ent on him. He had been misled by the rep- 
resentations of Baxter, and did not think he 
incurred any liability by signing the latter’s 


bond. 

C. H. Perkins, being called on, had nothing 
to offer in extenuation. . 

O. C. Whitney, the third man convicted of 
— pleaded that he had been offered 
mmunity by Col. Trumbull if he would 


plead guilty, and that he had done so, sup- 


posing that would be the end of it. He had 

n oF an already about ten months, and 
was suffering from diabetes. He was also 
given to understand tne District Attorney 
would speak in his behalf. 

Gen. Leake indignantly denied that there 
ever had been any promise of immunity, and 
said Whitney’s crime was specially flagrant, 
as he had sworn he was a capitalist worth 
$80,000, and had subsequently, while in jail, 
forged a letter to Judge Bangs. 

The Judge said he had considered some 
representations made to him regarding 
Wustum’s previous character, and 
would therefore give him the lightest sen- 
tence he could—namely: a year at hard la- 
bor at Chester Penitentiary, and to pay a 
fine of $1 and costs. In view of the fact also 
that Perkins’ crime had not been as heinous 
as those of the others who had instigated it, 
and then escaped from justice, his penalty 
would be the same as that of Wustum. The 
ga ne sentence was then passed on Whitney, 
and they were ordered to be taken down 
within twenty days.

Stocks were active and strong, but did not ad- 
vance very much. Western Union was heavily 
dealt in, and sold at one time as high as 82%.

It settled 
back steadily, and closed at 8014, the lowest 
point of the day, but a gain of M over the close 
of the day before. Ru nors were in circulation 
that Jay Gould had gained the control, and that 
negotiations were in progress between the Di- 
rectors of the American Union and the Western 
Union for a restoration of rates. American Union 
made %, to 72, and Atiantic & Pacific . to 35%. 
A strong feeling early developed itself among 
the investment stocks.

while the public, especially the investing public, 
are bulls, and are buying heavily of securities 
that give a larger income than Government 
An indication of the demand for 
investments is to be seen in the fact 
that on Monday morning subscriptions were 
opened in New York for $3,642,000 of the Missou- 
ri Pacific Railroad Company’s consolidated first 
mortgage ebonds at 103%, and that before the 
close of business the whole amount was taken, 
for home and for European account. The fact 
is the accumulation of capital that has been go- 
ing onfor seven years bas been enormous, and 
what is called prosperity ”’ has not yet gone far 
enough to afford outlets for this money in 
many new channels. Except railroad bonds and 
stocks, almost no new securities are offered the 
public. Hence the remark so often heard 
that everything has improved in price 
except money. The era of new enterprises has 
not much more than begun, although it has un- 
questionably begun. There has been a good 
deal of misrepresentation abou t the volume of 
new railroad securities put on the New York 
Stock Exchange. A statement prepared by the 
New York Nord has gone the rounds showing 
that since the resumption of specie-payments 
new securities to the amount of $705,028,074 have 
been listed on the New York Stock Exchange. 
An examination of this list shows that throwing 
out the stocks and bonds issued in exchange for 
stocks and bonds already outstanding, of which

threatened with blackmail.”

A PARIS CHRISTENING. 


Queen Isabella, of Spain, at the Bap- 
tism of Ferdinand de Lesseps’ Eighth 
Son—Benedictions from the Pope and 
Congratulations from All Parts of 
the World. 

“In the early hours of a recent Sunday 
morning,“ says the Paris correspondent of 
the London Truth, “ there was a great stir 
at No.7 Rue St. Florentin. Up the back- 
stairs came tradespeople laden with baskets. 
Servants were all brisk in the dining-room 
and pantry making ready for a grand dinner 
and the reception which was to follow. Tele- 
grams crowded in from ail parts of the worid 
—from Asia, Africa, Australia, and America 
—with messages of good will and congratu- 
lation. The eighth child of M. and Mme. 
de Lesseps was to be christened at 10 o’clock 
in the small chapel or oratory of the 
Nunciature, and Queen Isabella of Spain 
was to be present at the ceremony. The 
baby, with his nurse, his mother, his big 
brother, M. Victor de Lesseps, Secretary in 
Egypt of the Suez Company, and the beau- 
tiful Mme. Victor de Lesseps, drove to the 
Nunciature in aroomy carriage, drawn by 
horses which were bred in the Egyptian 
Vieeroy's stables. Servants of Queen Isa- 
bella had been previously charged to bear to 
the oratory sugar-plums in „ Pnetgnhal 
dered satin bags and baskets. There was 
also for the neophite, from the ex-Queen, a 
nécessaire in répoussé and carved silver, de- 
signed expressly for the occasion. The 
words“ Panama and “Suez” were brought 
into the ornamentation. This nécessaire is 
composed of three pieces, a water-jug and 
two goblets. When the whole company had 
taken their places the Queen Mother 
entered. She had for her gossip the.Chargé 
d’Affaires of Colombia, through which 
State the De Lesseps canal is to run. He 
represented the Bishop of Panama, and took 
his place along with the Queen, who was a 
magnificent, variegated peony.

IRELAND. 


An English Liberal View of the 
Land Question. 


The Tories and Land League Alleged to 
Be Acting in Concert 


For the Purpose of Defeating Mr, Glad- 
stone’s Forthcoming Land Bill. 


What is Likely to Be the Chief Aim of That 
Measure. 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
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Lonpon, Eng., Dec. 4. - We are now yor 


most anxious stage, so far, in the Lrish bu 
ness. People are expectant, knowing not 
what a day may bring forth to precipitate 
or determine the course of events between 
now and the 6th of January, when Parlia- 
ment assembles. The human factors in the 
case are so many elements of risk, compli- 
cation, and uncertainty. First, there is the 
Government, called on to deal with a ques- 
tion charged with difficulty, and, as John 
Bright declares, “even with danger” to 
itself. Then, in the West of Ireland we have 
a population inflamed into a temper which 
mocks at the mere proposition of legislative 
remedies; a Land League, too, which con- 
tinues to drive towards Heaven knows what; 
and, finally, the Conservative party, harden- 
ing its heart like Pharaoh, and baring “ the 
strong arm” which it brags of and only 
wants an opportunity to use. To allay the 
gathering tempest which these things por- 
tend, there is absolutely nothing in prospect, 
except the legislative specific of a Ministry 
acting bravely up to the maxim that 

„ Beneath the rule of men entirely great 

The pen is mightier than the sword.” 

The only hint we have as yet had as to the 
forthcoming Land bill 
HAS FALLEN FROM MR. GLADSTONE HIM- 

SELF. 

Atthe Guildhall banquet he intimated that 
the measure would be an extension of the 
principles of the Land act of 1870. In fol- 
lowing out this clew, the inquisitive mind 
will not be distracted from the two questions 
most likely to occur to it, namely: What is 
it that will satisfy Ireland? and, What is it 
that the rest of the Kingdom will grant? 
Somewhere between these opposing, but per- 
haps not irreconcilable, points of view, a 
common basis of agreement ought to be 
found, if the Irish difficulty is capable of 
being settled by legislative means at all; and 
the discovery of such a basis presupposes 
some understanding to have been arrived at 
as to what are really the true answers to the 
questions above stated. 

Now, it is a matter of the greatest interest 
at the present moment where we are to look 
for these true and only answers. If we are 
to look for them from those who have taken 
their stand at the two extremes of this con- 
flict, then, indeed, the only common ground 
of agreement between such extremes is, 
as it ever has been, a field of battle. 
A field of battle—it simply comes to that in 
the end. If Ireland will be satisfied with 
nothing less than what is demanded by the 
Land League, the only possible prospect be- 
fore that country is martial law and the sus- 
pension of liberty. Andif, on the other 
hand, Parliament will grant po more than 
the Tory party will allow, why, then, Parlia- 
ment must lay its account to deal with con- 
tinuing agitation and ever-increasing disturb- 
ance. It is some considerable time since the 
world was assured, on Mr. Gladstone’s au- 
thority, that Ireland was 
WITHIN A MEASURABLE DISTANCE OF CIVIL 

WAR. 

In spirit, if not in fact, the Tory party and 
the Land League have between them already 
measured that distance. Butin one thing, 
curiously enough, the Tory party and the 
Land League are acting in concert: Both of 
them, and each for its own ends, are seeking 
to create a prejudice against the forthcoming 
Land bill; both have as good as condemned 
it beforehand, and have resolved to do their 
utmost to defeat it. It may be worth the 
while of Americans who take an interest in 
the affairs of Ireland to follow the fortunes 
of the new Land bill when it comes before 
Parliament. They would be well rewarded 
for their trouble if it should come to 
pass as come to pass it may, 
that all that remains of Feudal- 
ism in England, and whatever savors 
of Communism in Ireland, are hereafter seen 
in alliance together, with the sole object of 
defeating a measure, to which Gladstone, 
Bright, and Forster have given anxious 
vy wey in the the interests of the Irish ten- 
antry. 

The Conservatives and the Land League, 
as I have said, are standing at the opposit 
poles of this vexed question. Griffith’s 
valuation“ has become the watchword of 
the one; “Suspend the Habeas Corpus act” 
is the rallying cry of the other. The Con- 
servative forces are now being harangued 
by their “men of light and leading” in the 
implacable spirit of the Catonian refrain. 
Carthage must be destroyed!” was the 
burden of the old Roman’s eloquence. 

“TRELAND MUST BE COERCED!” 

is now the Tory chorus; aud, in speeches de- 
livered within the week by the Marquis of 
Salisbury, Sir Stafford Northcote, Lord Cran- 
brook, and others, a determined o position 
to the Government bill is plain fore- 
shadowed. Lord Salisbury tells us if 
the “philanthropic dawdling” of the Gov- 
ernment goes on, The English people will 
be placed tace to face with the alternative 
that they must either subjugate Ireland, or 
separate from it altogether”; and his advice 
is, to Begin now, by repressing with a 
strong hand the disorder which at present 
presente * reasonable terms being 
istened to by the people.“ It would 
have been very much to the pur- 
pose if the Marquis had enlightened the 

ublic as to his idea of reasonable terms.“ 

‘he three F’s—Fair Rents, Fixity of 
Tenure, and Free Sale of Tenancy—are * 
very generally spoken of just now in that 
sense; but it appears that Conservatives re- 
gard them in a very different light. To Sir 
Stafford Northcote, their leader in the Com- 
mons, the three F’s represent only “ Fraud 
Farce, and Folly”: but, as has been well 
pointed out by a Mentor in the press on his 
own side in politics, there is a sense in which 
“Fair Rents” is no wisleading term, in 
which “ Fixity of Tenure” is not an unrea- 
sonable proposition, and in which Free 
Sale” merely means the extension of a prac- 
tice already exist in some of the most 
flourishing parts of Ireland. But even Lord 
Sherbrooke,—which is the name for all that 
remains of that Robert Lowe who once sat 
in Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet, who helped to 
abolish the Irish Church, and had a hand in 
the Land act of 1870,—even he has drawn the 
line, seems on the point of separating him- 
self on this subject from his old colleagues, 
and will probably become a fossil, in the 
Tory, Whig, and d League conglomerate 
of opposition. 

At the opposit pole of the question stands 

League, with its demand for

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If there is one fact made clear by all this, 
it is that “Griffith’s Valuation“ is reall 
much below the letting value of the land. 
But, fully conseious of this as the tenants 
themselves must be, and willing though they 
may be to pay the usual rent, yet in some 
districts they dare not do so, for fear of what. 
may befall them in the night. In to-day’s pa- 
pers, for example, there is an instance of 
what does happen when they act contrary to 
the advice of the Land League. William and 
John O’Donnell are brothers, whose farms 
are within five miles of Kilrush, County 
Clare. On the night before last John is Sit- 
ting at supper with William and his family 
when out of darkness a gun is fired 
through the window into the midst of the 
circle. Johnis wounded in the arms, and 
William's little girl in the neck; but, owing 
to the charge having scattered, the injuries 
inflicted are not serious. The offense of the 
©’Donnells is, that they have paid their 
rents in full, while their neighbors are offer- 
ing “Griffith’s Valuation” only. But the 
movement for the reduction ot rents is not 
confined to the land. In Mayo it has begun 
to extend to house property in the towns 
and villages. Landlords and tenants who re- 
fuse to fall in with it : 

ARE IMMEDIATELY “ BOYCOTTED”: 


that is, they are treated as Capt. Boycott was 
treated,—as social lepers, with whom nobody 
will hold any communication, under a pen- 
alty of being Boyeotted ' in turn. This 
system of ostracism is extending to the large 
towns in Engiand and Scotland where the 
Irish population is large; and in Glasgow, 
for example, where there are 100,000 Irish 
the man who refuses to join the Lan 
League is put under the ban of his country- 
men. But it is not to be supposed that the 
reduction of rents to “Griffith’s Valuation” 
merely is the whole and ultimate aim of the 
League; it is, as its spokesmen have repeat- 
edly declared, no less than the abolition of 
rents and landlords, and that by a process 
which is not to be distinguished from confis- 
cation. This is the kind of work that needs 
3 war, and no Government could as- 
Sist 

The task before Mr. Gladstone’s Govern- 
ment, of devising a land scheme that will be 
satisfactory to the Irish people, might seem 
an utterly hopeless one if what is passing 
for public opinion in Ireland just now were 
not toa large extent factitious and frothy 
whipped up by an unflagging agitation, and 
now maintained chiefly on dread and sus- 
picion. The agitaing has cut two wavs, and, 
as a class, tenants are feeling its edge in their 
persons and interests as keenly as landlords 
have felt itin their properties. To assume 
that they are by this time beginning to under- 
stand at agitation has hoed its row, and 
that what remains to do must be done by leg- 
islation, is only to credit them with a due 
amount of honesty and common sense. And 
what is it that legislation can and may do to 
improve the condition of the tenantry? Per- 
haps the best way to arrive at some notion 
on that point is to consider what Mr. Glad- 
stone’s Government did accomplish 

BY THE ACT oF 1570. 


It is easy to criticise a Government and its 
legislation; but no amount of mere criticism 
will weigh in fair minds against such a piece 
of legislation as that was, and nobody will 
rise from the study of it in doubt either as to 
the hearty purpose or statesmaulike capacity 
of the men who drafted its provisions. 

The Land act of 1870 covers thirty-six folio 
pages, and is divided into three parts, deal- 
ing respectively with (1) compensation to 
tenants; 2 the sale of lands to tenants; and 
(3) the advance of Government money—to 
landlords, for the reclamation of waste lands, 
and to tenants for the purchase of their hold- 
ings. The effect of the provisions of the first 
part is in the main as follows: It legalizes 
the tenant custom of Ulster, recogniz the 
tenant’s claim to the good-will of bis hold- 
ing, not only in Ulster, but in every other 
partof the country where that custom, or 
any usage akin to it, is found to prevail. In 
places where there is no such usage it en- 
titles the tenant, when disturbed in his hold- 
ing by the landlord, to compensation from 
him, not only for bis improvements, 
but for the sacrifice of his holding, 
—except when the reason for eee 
ment is non-payment of rent. But,in the 
case of one class of tenants,—those paying a 
rent of less than £15 a year,—non-payment 
of rent is no bar to compensation when it ap- 
pears that the rent is exorbitant. The second 
part of the act lays down regulations for the 
transfer of land to tenants. By the pro- 
visions of the third part the Board of Public 
Works is empowered to advance to tenants 
two-thirds of the sum required to purchase 
their holdings, at an interest of 5 per cent for 
thirty-five years, when, at that rate, principal 
as well as interest will be wiped off. More- 
over, the Landed-Estate Court is directed to 
parcel estates offered for sale into lots to 
suit the tenants upon them; but, unfortu- 
nately, in too many cases itis found impos- 
sible to dispose of estates in this way con- 
sistently with the interests of the owners. 
Unless the tenants on an estate for sale come 
forward in a body to buy their holdings, de- 
tached portions are left which are unsalable, 
and hence,in all but a few cases estates 
coming within the jurisdiction of the Court 
have had to be sold to purchasers who offer 
tur the ty srties entire. While it is possi- 
ble suc ifficuities may in a measure be 
obviated by the new act, and the transfer of 
land be made still more easy, 

PERHAPS ITS CHIEF AIM WILL BE, 

to secure tenants from disturbance; or the 
fear of it, so long as they pay their * and 
the right of tenancy thus recognized will be 
a possession of which a tenant, on quitting 
his holding, will have the free sale. The 
right of continuous occupation, and the right 
of selling his occupancy at will, would be 
worth little to the tenant unless they rested 
on a perfectly fair rent; and this cardinal 
point will no doubt, therefore, be fully con- 
sidered in the bill. Whether it will also em- 
body some scheme, such as Mr. Bright fa- 
vors, for the reclamation of the million acres 
of waste land in Ireland, is not so certain. 
Parliament may require some encourage- 
ment to devote money to such a work. Much 
depends on the Irish tenantry themselves. 
Legislation can do nothing for a people un- 
less they are in harmony with it. I believe 
public opinion in this country is ripe for a 
measure giving effect to the above princi- 
ples; but, whetner they are such as will per- 

anently satisfy the tenants of Ireland, 
time alone will tell.

ONE DIFFICULTY FOR THE NEW ADMINISTRA- 
TION. 


A Congressman who has had a great deal 
to do with business before the Interior De- 
partment said to me the other day: One of 
the first and greatest troubles. of the Garfield 
Administration will be the condition of pub- 
lic business in the Departments. notably in 
the Interior Department. Everything is very 
much in arrears, and public service has 
been neglected, and, while this has 
been in the interest of economy, it 


is none the less true that business 
has been neglected. There have been too 
many attempts in all the Departments at 
economy, in order to meet the howls of the 
Democratic Congress. Estimates have been 
cut down really below pressing necessities of 
ublic business, and the Government is suf- 
ering for it. This ig particularly true in the 
Department which has especially come 
under my observation,—the Interior Depart- 
ment,—and notably as regards the Pension 
Officeg the nice, and the In- 
dian Service. The condition of 
business before the Pension Office is 
well known. The business isa great number 
of years in arre certainly three years. It 
is nota —— of the propriety of the pres- 
ent pension system, it is a question of execut- 
ing existi law. ‘The pension laws are 
passed, and those who think they have 2 
claim to a pension under them certainly have 
a right to know, some time while they yet 
remain on earth, whether their claims are 
well founded. At the present time fully 33 
sx cent of the clerical force of 
nsion Bureau is devoted 
in inquiries as to the 
of various cases, and only 66 per cent 
of the force is occupied in really facilitating 
ublic business. This is very poor economy. 

f the Garfield Administration undertakes to 
bring — the arrears, the proportions must 
necessarily be increased, and the Democrats 
will again begin to pipe their economic lay. 
The same is true, to less extent, in the Land 
Office, and certainly to an equal extent in 
the Indian Office. here is

who holds a commission as Commissioner of 
Indian Affairs, but 1 have scarcely ever seen 
him, and I doubtif he has ever beenin his of- 
fice more than a week during the year of his 
nominal period of service. He has been 
ill all the time. He Was appointed, so far as 
anybody knows, simply because he was an 
friend, or classmate, or something of that 
sort, of President Hayes. There is some sort 
of nepotism, or personal friendship, con- 
nected with him, and he holds an office the 
duties of which he has never performed, and 
draws his salary, presume, with 
regularity. Those who claim to know about 
his case say that. there is not the 
slightest probability that he will ever be 
able to perform the duties of the office, the 
alfabet of which he has not learned. So it 
happens that the great Indian Bureau is 
practicably without a head, and the head of 
another bureau, whose duties are very ex- 
acting, is compelled to act also as Commis- 
sioner of Indian Affairs. The acting Co 
missioner, of course, does not like to assure 
the responsibilities which 1 devolve 
upon his chief. Soit goes. There ought to 
be a Commissioner of Indian Affairs, and 
that important office ought not to be used to 
pension a prominent individual because that 
individual happens to be a friend of the Ad- 
ministration.

Three years ago the First National Bank was 


doing a moderately profitable business in an un- 
ostentatious wayafew doors above the new 
building. Samuel C. Thompson was 17 Presi- 
dent and George F. Baker the Cashier. ; Its cap- 
ital was $500,000, and in that respect ft ranked 
about the fortieth in the listof banksof this 
city. Toward the close of 1874 it had a surplus 
of $500,000; a year later its surplus was $300,000.

of the syndicate. At one subscription it took 
$150.000,000 of the 4 per cents. Its advantages 
were colossal. Its members pra con- 
trolled the bond market, not 80 
their capital and position as by 
formation.

After alfowing a uniform commission of one- 
fourth of 1 percent to all. banks and bankers 
who reeeived subscriptions for bonds, John 
Shernran, when he felt confident that the 4 per 
cents would be successful, issued a. circular

The larger banks 
also felt that injustice had been done them, and 
they pursued much the same course. 

But commissions were not the only profit that 
the First National Bank derived from its bond 
speculations. It seemed to know the proper 
moment to, buy and the proper moment to sell 
bouds. A fear relative of one of its Directors 
held, and Mill fills, a high place in the ry 
Department. He is next to John Sherman. But 
the general belief in Wall street is that no 
kindly relative was needed to interfere for or 
give information to the First National Bank. It 
was well known in Wall street that the occasion 
of John Sherman's extending the time within 
which payment for certain bonds was to be 
made was for the benefit of what bad become 
known as his pet bank.” The allegations that 
it was not the only time that he came to its res- 
cue are many. re are a hundred 
possibly incapable of proof. that the Wall street 
community implicitly believe respecting Jokn 
Sberman's connection with this bank. 

He lent it the Government credit to the extent 
of millions, and with comparatively no security. 
This was done by allowing the bank to take the 
4 per cent bonds it had subscribed for without 
immediate payment for the same. It had three 
months from the time the bonds were delivered 
to it in which to pay for them. In the meantime 
John Sherman held a certificate of deposit in the 
bank to the amount of the bondstaken. Thus 
the bank got three months’ credit for the 
amount of its purchase and three months’ inter- 
est upon it as well. Whenever an issue of 4 
cents was made 6 r cent were 

against them. The First National. by means of 
the capital in 4 per cents lent it by John Sher- 
man, was able to purchase the called 6s on more 
advantageous terms than other dealers. The in- 
terest on them did not expire until three months 
from the date of the call, so that by purchases 
of these bonds, either for cash or by excha 

4 per cent bonds, the bank increased its rate of 
interest upon such portion of the capital loaned 
it, thus reinvested’ from 1 per cent to 
1% per cent for the three mon 

In this way it secured at least 1 per cent inter- 
est on tens of millions of dollars. The holders 
of called bonds were obliged to turn them over 
to the Government at par and interest, 101%, for 
either cash or 4 per cents at par. As the syndi-
